Morons, on the other hand, can be 


taught to scrub or mend, to do manual 
work, and occasionally even operate 
simple machines, without too much 
supervision. 


Statisticians calculate that feeble- 


mindedness is so felly bred into the 
race that approximately 10,000,000 nor- 
mal people in the United States are 
carriers o! feeble-mindedness. 


There are occasional cases in which 


feeble-mindedness is not the result of 
heredity. These are cases in which 
there is lack of thyroid gland secre- 
tion, resulting in the condition called 
cretinism, with stopping of develop- 
ment, cases in which the brain is in- 
jured at birth, and cases in which 
some serious infectious condition has 
destroyed quality of the brain tissue. 


The only answer which modern civ- 


ilization has to the problem of per- 
petuation of the fibble-mindedness is 
sterilization. No doubt, sterilization 
of the feeble-minded would result in 
diminishing the total number to some 
extent and, if carried out over a suf- 
ficiently long time, might eventually 
produce a great reduction. 


However, the large number of fee- 


ble-minded makes it unlikely that the 
result would soon be apparent. Seg- 
regation of the feeble-minded in in- 
stitutions seems at present to be the 
only possible method of immediate 
control.
